We  desire  to  impress  upon  our  Baptist  brethren 
ia  every  part  of  the  world  the  importance  of  Bap- 
lv»t  unity  at  the  present  time.  Accepting  the 
voluntary  principle  in  religion  and  regarding  tha 
nature  of  Christianity  a*  a  spiritual  relation  be¬ 
tween  man  and  God,  we  Inevitably  Uke  the  same 
attitude  on  questions  of  faith  and  conduct  as  they 
ari*e  within  the  church.  We  hold  fast  to  the 
freedom  with  which  Christ  has  set  us  free,  and 
thk  principle  Implies  that  w#  must  be  willing 
to  love  and  to  work  with  those  who,  agreeing 
with  us  on  the  main  things  and  in  loyalty  to  oar 
distinctive  Baptist  principles  have  their  own  per¬ 
sonal  conviction*  upon  nonessential*.  All  Baptist 
organisations  are  formed  on  tha  voluntary  prin¬ 
ciple.  None  of  these  posawsea  authority  over 
any  other.  .All  enjoy  equal  rights  and  autonomy 
within  the  limits  of  their  own  purposes.
